PARIS, April 6.—The Harvard sec- 
one of the American ambulance, des- 
ted by the French military eu- 
thorities to aid the wounded of the 
French army of the Vosges, is now 
operating in Alsace. This section con- 
sists of ten ambulances, one repair 
car. one pilot car, the whole in 
charge of fourteen American volun- 
teer drivers, of whom eleven are grad- 
uates of Harvard University. 
This group is a part of a total of 
eighty American ambulances now 
working along the allied front. These 
ambulances are given by individuals 
or by college groups. Fifteen thou- 
sand wounded men up to the present 
time have been transported from the 
lines where they fell to a base hos- 


pital. 

The work of some of the sections, 
particularly that at Dunkirk, has been 
taken as a model upon which the 
allies are organizing their ambulance 
corps. The American ambulance 
men are so expert in handling wound- 
ed that a squad of them has been in- 
vited to appear before military doc- 
tors in Paris and give ; to 
French stretcher bearers.

the steamer Benito Juarez to haul 
down the American flag, according to 
advices received today. 

Capt. Hassbrouck of the gunboat 
Yorktown had the flag again hoisted 
by a marine guard. Serrano then re- 
turned to Acapulco. The authorities 
have approved the action of Capt. 
Haassbrouck and no complications re- 
sulted from the incident. 

Gen. Serrano, formerly military 
Governor of Mazatlan, undoubtedly 
was ignorant of the gravity of his ac- 
tion, according to the authorities. He 
later made a statement that he was 

on his own authority. The 
Benito Juarez is now close 
to the Yorktown. 

‘The Benito Juarez has been detained 
at Acapulco by order of Carranza since 
March 18, pending settlement of its 
registry.
